APPLES TO PLANT, 


Remarks of Mr. MeNelil at a Recent 
Tarmers’ Institute Meeting. 


Ata recent meeting of the Simcoe 
Farmers’ Institute Mr. McNeill was 


asked as to the best four varities 
of apples to plant, and in reply’ 
recommended the Ben Davis,  Bald- 
win, Greening and Wagoner, in the 


order named. ‘There are, he said, 
about six varities which might come 
in with the fourth class depend.ng 
on locality and the market which is 
being catered for. For instance, for 
acity market, the Snows put up 
in boxes and wrapped in paper, might 


be the most profitable apple that 
could be raised. An objection to 
the Wagoner, he said, was that it 
is_a poor tree, but it bears carly 
and gives a good commercial crop 
in six years It will also keep 
well, is a good shipper, of good 


quality and fine color, One objec- 
tion to the Greening is the lack of 
color, 

In answer to a question as to 
where he left the Spy, Mr. Me-

CURING CLOVER HAY. 


Resume of dir, Henry Glendeuning's New 
Plan—Detuis of the System Are 
Lucidly Deseribed, 


In a recent article I called atten- 
tion to the desirability of cutting 
hay at a comparatively early stage 
of maturity. In this connection it 
may be of interest to have some 
notes from that well known farmer 
and Institute speaker, Mr. Henry 
Glendenning of Manilla, Ont., in re- 
gard to his experience with a new 
plan of curing clover hay. Mr Glen- 
denning says that he prefers to cut 
clover hay when it is in full bloom, 


or when the blossom contains the 
| greatest amount of honey, Cut in 
the morning after the dew is off, 


that which is cut in the forenoon 
may be raked up immediately after 
the noon hour, and put in cocks. 
The mower should not be run later 
than four o'clock p.m,, and all put 
into cocks before the dew falls. This 
hay should be put into the barn the 
next day, and well tramped into the 
mows. This plan can be continued 
from day to day until all is stored 
in the barns. Three things must be 
borne in nee curing hay by this 
methed, v 

First—Do\yot cut the grass until 
dry in the 1pning. 

Second—Do {not allow the fresh cut 
hay to lie on the ground over night, 
exposed to dev or rain. 

Third—If any hay should get wet 
with rain, let it stand in the cocks 
until thoroughly dry before taking 
to the barn. 

Last season Mr. Glendenning put 
up some 75 to 80 tons of hay in this 
way, and reports that it came out 
of the mows, in the finest condition 
he ever suw. It was as green as when 
put into the barn, and the leaves and 
blossoms were all attached to the 


stalks. It appeared to have dried 
out without much heating, as all of 
the alsike blossoms were pink, and 


the red clover blossoms were from a 
pink to a light amber color. If any 
great heat had developed in the mow 
the blossoms would undoubtedly have 


becn of a dark brown color. No 
signs of mould were visible and the 
hay was very free from dust. No 
salt, lime or other preservative was 


used 

Two of the mows in which the hay 
Was stored are 22x25 ft., with an 
average depth of 80 ft. of hay. These 
mows are tight floored with double 
inch boards over basement stables. 
Another mow is 24x36 ft., with a 
depth of about 24 ft., and the floor 
on the ground. 

The outsides of all the mows are 
of inch boards without battens, with 
cracks between the’ boards averaging 


about three-eighths of an inch, just 
such as are usually found in the or- 
| dinary barn. The sides of the mows 
next the drive floor were open The 
hay which consisted of red clover, 
alsike and a little timothy, was 
equally good in all parts of the 


mows. Mr. Glendenning says that he 
knows of three other farmers who 
have followed this system for several 
years with equal success, and it 
would seem well worthy of trial by 
our farmers generally 


Among the advantages of this 
method of curing clover are; (1) 
The saving of time between cutting 
and storing in the barn (2) The} 
fact that all the leaves and blos- 
som Which are the most valuable | 
portion of the plant, are left on the | 
hay instead of being lost in the 
field as is often the case when the 


ordinary manner of curing is follow 


ed (3 The hay is much cleaner 
and brighter than when cured in the 
old way.—F, W. Hodson, Live Stock

FARM LABOR, 


Its Management—Some of the Conditions 
Necessary Lefore It is Brought 
duto an Ideal State. 


Unquestionably there is nothing 
connected with the business of farm- 
ing which gives us as much annoy- 
ance, or which is as difficult to get 
on a satisfactory basis as farm lab- 
or, There are various causes which 
tend to bring about this state of 
things, and perhaps none more so 
than the unreasonableness of employ- 
ers, Socialists tell us that the 
world could produce enough for its 
needs if every imup’ worked but half 
the number of hours that is now con- 
sidered a working day; but upfor- 
tunately on our Cana@lian farms it 
Seems necessary for the farmer and 
his men to put in each day a solid 
day’s work ali the year around, and 
even then it is difficult to hold one’s 
own among the Leen competition. In 
these days when the competition be- 
(Ween capital and labor have become 
So tense that a little extra strain at 
any time may bring about the most 
serious results, it is a matter of no 
sinall importance for farmers to con- 
sider whether something more can- 
not be done to put the labor ques- 
tion, as it affects the farm, on a bet- 
ter busis. 

In an ideal condition of affairs, the 
employer would never ask or expect 
his men to do more work than was 
right or reasonable, and when hiring 
would in all causes be ready and will- 
ing to give a fair and just remuner- 
ution for services to be performed, 


and would endeavor to carry out a 
system of farming that would @ive 
employment to his men in the slack 


part of the year. The employed also 
would not take undue advantage of 
the employer because of a temporary 
scarcity of labor; would never shirk 
his work, but would be faithful in 
doing his duty, whether his employ- 
er were with him or not, and would 
in all cases be ready to put forth an 
extra effort at a busy time 

It is scarcely to be expected, how- 


ever, that such an Utopian state of 
affairs will ever exist, while ,frail 
human nature remains as it is, but 
by the exercise of a little thought- 
fulness and mutual forbearance, the 
relations between employer and em- 
ployed “may be iuch improved In 
considering the question of farm 


labor as it effects the operations and 


profits of the farm, ord the home 
life of the dwellers there, inorally 
and socially, it will generally be 


found on large and moderately lar 
farms, that the employment of maz 
ried men boarding themselves, is al 
together preferable to boarding men 
in the house Outside the question 
of profits, there is the all-important 
consideration of home life,—the home 
life cannot by any possibility be 
what home life ought to be, when 
the furin house is nothing better than 


a boarding house It is not too 
much to say that the future life of 
many a bright boy or girl in this 
country has been a failure through 


too little attention having been paid 
to their yearning for home comforts, 


One of the first things to be aimed 
at in operating a farm in this wavy 
is to Gimploy none but good men, 


and then to do everything in 
to make their lives 
Farmers right, even if they 
have the power, to make their men 
work from early morning until after 
dark at night, and looked at 
no standpoint than that of 


reason 
comfortable, 
have ho

personal 


fain, it is a very decided mistake 
Incidentally it may not he amisa to 
say that the farmer ouewht not to 


ask his sons to do what no reason- 
able man would expect his hired men 
to do. 

Then again it is a matter of the 
first importance that the men ¢cerv- 
ing shall be well treated. Their 
houses if not large should atleast 
be made comfortable. The gardens 
attached should be large cnough to 
enable them to grow vegetables for 
their own use, but not so large as to 
take up too much of their time, and 
if a few apples and small fruits can 
be grown on the ground, they would 
be more uppreciated than by those 
who can afford to buy them. A cow 
is almost a necessity to a family on 
the farm, and an arrangement should 
be made to have it pastured, but on 
no account Wintered by the farmer. 
It is too severe a trial of human na- 


ture to’ allow a hired man to feed 
his cow from his employer's meal 
hox, and is almost sure to cause 
trouble, 


The faculty of getting on well with 
hired men on the farm is well worth 
cultivating, My Own Gajcrience 
leads me to know that if you engage 
good men, there is little trouble in 
keeping them, if we, as employers, 
do our part, It is our duty to. try 
to make them comfortable as cireum- 
stances will permit. If we do so we 
myay expect faithful service and from 
good men we will get it. Let the 
rules be strictly laid down and ad- 
hered to, and on no consideration 
keep u man after his time is out. if 
he has at any time given a word of 
inpertinence. 

However, owing to the conditions 
in which most farmers are placed, 
the larger number of farm hands are 
unmarried men who are boarded in 
the house, and this is most likely the 
state of affairs that will continue for 
some time to come. It is a difficult 
question to deal with, and as far 
as both employer and employed are 
concerned, it is a most unsatisfac- 
tory state, largely arising from the 
fact that in many sections there ts 
comparatively little employment for 
one half the year; and just so long 
as the farmer has to look out for 
new men every spring, and good men 
find themselves discharged at the first 
sign of winter or before, it will re 
main so, and no amovnt of philoso- 
phizing will put it right. The rapid 
extension of winter dairying during 
the past few years has done a good 
deal to ensure steady employment the 
year round, but conditions are still 
unsatisfactory In many districts. 

In conclusion it may be said that 
as a general thing the best men are 
the cheapest. Try to get good men 


and where conditions will admit of 
it, have profitable employment the 
year round, and use them as you 


would like to be used if you were in 

their circtmstances.—I’, W,

~O MAKE SWARMS STAY HIVED. 


A Wrinkle of Much Importance and Profit 
to Nevkeepers, 


Ilodson, 


Many swarms abscond after 
hived a few hours This is because 
their new homme is not comfortable, 
und it is probably too hot. A swarm 
of bees needs plenty of air After a 
few days when there are eggs and 
brood in the new hive they will rare- 
ly desert it When hiving a swarm 


being 


we raise the front end of the hive 
With corner blocks, d, made of inch 
stuff 24 inches wide and 5 inches 
long, sawed diagonally from one cor- 
ner to another These blocks are 
also used for constructing the © en- 
trance when needed We then slip 


the small end of the extension board, 


b, under the bottom board of the 
hive, and the two little pieces of 
iron hold it firmly in place This 
makes a platform on which to dump 
the cluster of bees, when they wil 
quickly run into the hive instead of 
running all over the ground Next 
put the shade board, c, on top of the 
hive, and the bees are about as com 
fortable as they can be made, and

are almost always sure to Stay and 


make it their new home If the 
evening proves to be a little cool, 
remove the ‘corner blocks after sun- 


down, but leave the shade board on 
for a few days at least, 

Almost any colony will cast a 
sWarm in a good season, unless man- 
aged on the non Swarming system, 
We should have all things ready for 
the happy time, O11 hives must be 
Cleaned out and more new ones made 
if necessary, The old swarm catcher 
should be overhauled and kept in a 
Convenient place, and honey boxes 


should be in readiness for the first 
flow. The honey harvest is short, so 
don't let the bees hang around idly 
while the nectar is evaporating in 
the utmosphere. 

Before the bees swarm out of the 
hive, they fill themselves with honey 
and have enough to last them at 
least three days. Swarms usually 
weigh from six to ten pounds. It is 
estimated that there are about 5,- 
000 bees to a pound. The queen 
lays as many as 2,000 eggs a day, 
or about twice her own weight. 

Adjacent to my apiary are several 
large maple trees about 60 fect high. 
Swarms frequently go to the very 


top end cluster, entirely out of 
reach, They remain two hours or 
more, and then depart, With, the 


queen traps, however, it is a delight 
to hive swarnis, 

When the swarm issues, the‘queen 
cages herself and cannot leave with 
the bees, the swarm will cluster on 
some tree, when the apiarist can re- 
place the hive with an empty one 
and place the trap with the queen on 
the new hive on the old stand. The 
bees will remain from ten to twenty 


minutes, when they will return and 
enter the new hive. The nail can 
then be withdrawn, releasing the 
queen, and she will run in with the 
swarm and the hiving is done, No 


swarty catcher needed, no sawing off 
limbs, and no trees to climb, no need 
of losing any swarms, and no queens 
to clip, and get lost by entering the 
wrong hive. I would recommend 
that every beekeeper use them.—Aim- 
erican Agritulturist.
